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Council planners reveal how the Government 
guidelines 'take precedence over local opinion'

BANBURY'S housing-building boom is 
set to continue, as Cherwell District 
Council has admitted that there needs 
to be a greater number of homes 
earmarked in its planning policy 
blueprint. 

Fears that developers would win at appeal 
means that the council is granting 
permission for more homes to be built in the 
Banbury area. 

The council's development plan, or "Local 
Plan", had not included enough new homes 
to fit with Government guidelines, so 
developers are being given permission 
against the planning committee's wishes. 

And now comes the news that 100,000 
more homes need to be built in Oxfordshire 
by 2031, according to a major new report 
that will shake up future planning policy 
even further. 

It means councils across the whole of 
Oxfordshire could now have to build almost 
double the number of homes they 
previously thought were needed. 

Last month five vetoes handed out by 
Cherwell's planning committee were 
overturned by the Planning Inspectorate. 

Michael Gibbard, the council's planning 
chief, said: "We are bound by Government 
guidlines to deliver a specific number of 
new homes over the next five years - and 
there is a shortfall. 

"If we don't approve what the 
Government considers to be a suitable 
development site, we will not be able to 
defend our decision at an appeal. This 
means the houses will still receive planning 
consent, but with all the legal costs falling to 
the council." 

Last week the planning committee gave 
permission for a mixture of 59 new homes 
to be built in Adderbury, having deferred the 
decision for a month. 

It is a controversial decision, with 321 
people having written to object to the 
homes being built on Aynho Road. 

Adderbury Parish Council said the 
development would clash with existing

homes in the area and cause problems 
with local schools. 

Mr Gibbard said: "We must follow 
Government recommendations, and 
the guidelines have to take 
precedence over local opinion." 

The committee has also 
given the go-ahead for 
Cherwell District Council's 
own development 
project in Banbury. 

Four sites in Banbury, 

Bicester and Claydon 
were approved to build 
48 new properties as part of 
the Build! project - where many 
hopeful homeowners step in with 
their DIY skills to construct their 
own homes for a knockdown price. 

In Banbury, consent was given to 
convert and alter an existing Grade 
II building at Juniper Court in St 
John's Road. The revamped 
building will provide four two- 
bedroom properties, which will be 
sold on an equity loan basis. 

Councillors also approved a 
proposal to use land adjacent to 
131 Causeway in Grimsbury to 
provide one detached dwelling. 

Despite the need for housing in Banbury, 
the planning committee has not granted 
permission for every application. 

Last week it rejected an application to 
build 117 homes on the edge of Banbury, 
calling it a "sporadic and unsustainable" 
extension of the town's boundary. 

Councillors said the development on land 
north east of Crouch Hill Farm would be 
harmful to the historical Crouch Hill. 

The plan had received 33 letters of 
objection from residents and councillors. 

Mr Gibbard said: "While it is accepted by

A&E waiting 

■ Almost 300 people waited 
more than four hours in county 
A&E departments in the week 
that ended on Sunday, new 
figures show. Of the 2,352 
who attended Banbury's 
Horton General and Oxford's 
John Radcliffe hospitals, 284 
waited more than four hours. 
The figures showed that 87.9 
per cent were admitted, 
transferred or discharged 
within four hours, against a 
target of 95 per cent. 



Banbury set to host the UK's first dedicated 'space school' 


THE country's first "space school" is 
set to open in Banbury later this year. 

Space Studio Banbury is planning on 
educating 14- tol 8-year-olds who 
want to work in the space and hi-tech 
industries. 

Lessons will focus on maths, 
science, business, geography, modern 
languages and computing. 


The school will work with industry 
leaders like Intel, Rutherford Appleton 
Laboratories and Imperative Space. 

Lessons will be a mixture of small- 
class teaching with major projects, 
where companies are directly 
involved. 

They will provide work experience, 
take part in lessons, and may even give 


employment opportunities for 
students. Principal designate Mike 
Grocott said: "Our students will work 
with scientists and engineers at the 
cutting edge, as well as achieving top 
grades in GCSEs and A levels. 

"Whether students go to university 
or into an apprenticeship, Space 
Studio Banbury will provide an 


excellent education for all careers 
based on science and maths." 

Legal permission for the school to 
open was signed last week, and the 
school will open in September. 

There are just 75 places in each year 
group, from Years 10 to 13, but only 
Years 10 and 12 will be taking 
students initially. 


Flood aid for 
farms rapped 



FLASHBACK to February 14 when Prime Minister and 
Oxfordshire MP David Cameron met farmer Tim Hook to 
talk about flooding problems 


FARMERS have said that 
David Cameron has left 
them with insufficient 
support to recover from 
flooding, with Oxfordshire 
farms set to lose hundreds 
of thousands of pounds. 

The Government opened a 
£10m Farming Flood Recovery 
Fund late last month, which is 
accepting applications from 
farmers who saw their 
businesses and homes wrecked 
by the winter floods. 

But farmers from across the 
county say the fund is not 
enough and that more needs to 
be done.

Farmers who submit 
applications for assistance 
could receive between £500 
and £5,000. 

But for one local farmer, Tim 
Hook, who has 1,700 acres of 
land, even the maximum 
amount would cover only a 
small percentage of his losses. 

So far the loss of seed had 
cost about £22,000. He said: 
"Grass seed costs £60 an acre, 
which means even with £5,000 
it would only buy 83 acres of 
seed. So you can see that, for 


me, it doesn't go very far." 

A spokesman for the 
National Farmers Union said: 
"It's better than nothing, but 
farmers have lost thousands of 
pounds. This really won't make 
much difference." 

Mr Hook, 32, met with Mr 
Cameron last month when the 
Prime Minister visited his 
flooded fields and confirmed 
Oxfordshire farmers would get 
their share of a £10m pot of 
funding. 

He said: "We are thankful for 
the help but it is a token 
gesture." 

In response, Mr Cameron 


said: "The Government is doing 
everything it can to help those 
affected. 

"I recently met with farmers 
in my constituency when we 
discussed the Farming Recovery 


Fund and how best it should be 
distributed. 

"We want to encourage 
farmers to work together in 
sharing and reducing the costs 
so that the fund can go further." 
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Shamed PC is sacked from the force 


THE police officer convicted of 
stealing and selling the details 
of road-crash victims has been 
dismissed from the Thames 
Valley Police force. 

Last month PC Sugra Hanif, 
from Bretch Hill, Banbury, was 
found guilty of conspiracy to 
commit misconduct in a public 
office. 

The trial at Winchester 


Crown Court heard that the 26- 
year-old stole and sold on road 
crash victims' details from the 
police computer database. 

Co-defendant and Hanif's 
lover, Raza Khan, 27, of Ivy 
Road, Handsworth, 

Birmingham, was also 
convicted after they were found 
guilty of working together on 


the scam. 


Now the force has confirmed 
that Hanif had been dismissed 
following a misconduct 
hearing. 

Detective Chief 
Superintendent Tim De Meyer, 
head of professional standards, 
said: "The conduct of PC Hanif 
fell well below the standards 
that Thames Valley Police and 
the public expects of its 


officers. This was a serious case 
of corruption and it is entirely 
appropriate that she was 
dismissed from the force." 

Hanif was due to be appear 
at Winchester Crown Court for 
sentencing last Friday - but the 
hearing was reschedueled for 
yesterday, after the Banbury 
Cake deadline, due to a strike 
by lawyers.

We don't see that it would be 


councillors that Cherwell does 
not have a five-year supply of 
housing, the development of this 
site cannot be justified on that 
basis alone. 

"This is unsustainable 
development beyond the built 
up limits of Banbury in an area 
of attractive, rolling countryside 
that Cherwell is seeking to 
preserve." 

But across Oxfordshire, 
council leaders have yet to hold 
talks about where the latest 
increase in homes to be built 
will go. Already Oxford City 
Council has said that it would 
not be able to take its share. 

The extra 100,000 homes, 
revealed in the Oxfordshire 
strategic housing market 
assessment, which had been 
carried out by independent 
consultants, will affect housing 
targets for years to come. 

A spokesman for the 
Oxfordshire branch of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England said it would resist any 
attempt to bulldoze Oxford's 
Green Belt. 

Director Helen Marshall said: 
"The CPRE would fight strongly 
a review of the city's Green Belt. 


necessary." 

Councils are required by 
central government to carry out 
regular reviews to make sure 
they are building enough homes. 

But the leader of Oxford City 
Council expressed doubt about 
whether his authority could 
achieve its "challenging" new 
housing target. 

The need for a new strategic 
housing market assessment was 



triggered by a Planning 
Inspectorate ruling that North 
Warwickshire Borough 
Council's 2008 assessment was 
out-of-date. 

Oxfordshire's is a year older, 
so the county's district councils 
had to commission a new one 
between them. 

The councils will now carry 
out an independent review of 
whether part of the allocations 
could be shared and put 
together plans to integrate the 
new houses into their Local 
Plans - their planning policy 


blueprints for the future. 

Cherwell District Council 
looks like it will now have the 
second highest house-building 
target of 22,800 by 2031. A 
spokesman for the authority 
said its Local Plan already set 
out a process for looking at 
housing spill-over from Oxford. 

Vale of White Horse District 
Council leader Matthew Barber 
said: "The city council 
shouldn't presume that just 
because they are the city, they 
can spill out everywhere else." 

Before the latest assesment 


was released, Vale of White 
Horse District Council had 
expected to have to build 
13,000 homes, but this has 
now grown to more than 
20 , 000 . 

South Oxfordshire District 
Council, which was already 
trying to build around 11,000 
homes by 2026, has now been 
told it needs to build 15,000 
by 2031. 

West Oxfordshire has the 
lowest allocation of all the 
district councils - 13,200 by 
2031.

£2.6m. The listed 1850

Pregnancies

Inquest told 
of toddler's 
head injuries 


THE father of a toddler who died of 
severe head injuries failed to tell 
doctors about a fall his son sustained 
until after his death, an inquest 
heard. 

Tayler Mason, who lived with his family 
at his home in Humber Walk, Banbury, 
was admitted to Horton General Hospital 
with head injuries and bruising in the 
early hours of November 5, 2010. 

The youngster was transferred to 
Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital the same 
day but died of his injuries on November 
12 , 2010 . 

The inquest at Oxfordshire Coroner's 
Court heard Tayler's father, Craig, did not 
tell the authorities that Tayler had fallen 
from a kitchen work surface in the 
afternoon of November 4 and bumped his 
head. 

Mr Mason, then 33, of High Street, 
Middleton Cheney, was jailed for 15 
months in May last year for neglect, but 
this was reduced to ten months on 
appeal. 

DS Rob Storrar told the inquest: "In a 
nutshell, it was classed as neglect. Craig 
Mason had information in his possession 
that he chose not the share with the 
authorities." 

In a police interview read to the 
inquest, Mr Mason said he would never 
intentionally hurt his son and was scared 
of telling the police about the fall. 

He added: "It just went hectic. It is like 
a hole had opened up. I didn't know how 
to get out of the hole I had fallen into." 

Tayler's mum, Karla, said: "I didn't find 
out about the fall until the Sunday. I just 
told Craig to deal with it.

"He was the one who needed to tell 
somebody." She added that the legal 
advice he was given was not to say 
anything until his solicitor had spoken to 
the arresting officer. 

Following the death, a serious case 
review was published by the Oxfordshire 
Safeguarding Children Board, in 
December last year, raising concerns 
about how the authorities dealt with the 
incidents. 

Tayler's family first came into contact 
with social services in September 2009 
when a nurse spotted bruising on the 
toddler. A paediatrician confirmed the 
bruises were not caused deliberately. 

They were also contacted in June 2010 
following an anonymous call that 
reported Tayler was seen with bruising, 
but the inquest heard the call was not 
recorded by social services, which the 
coroner said was "surprising and 
unfortunate," and no action was taken. 

Mrs Mason told the inquest Tayler was 
a "bumpy child". 

Oxfordshire Coroner Darren Salter 
recorded an open verdict and said the 
child sustained trauma on his skull, which 
caused swelling on the brain that led 
directly to his death. 

After the inquest, Oxfordshire County 
Council's deputy director for Children's 
Social Care, Lucy Butler, said of the 
serious case review: "Each organisation 
was given a clear set of 
recommendations, all of which have been 
implemented. We are pleased the coroner 
acknowledged that point."

£769,000 facelift Special clinic for 
for hospital unit children launched 


WORK has begun on a six- 
month project to refurbish 
the ultrasound department 
at Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital. 

The £769,000 project 
will end patients having to 
wait in the corridor by 
creating dedicated waiting 
facilities for ultrasound 
patients, bosses said. 

Existing ultrasound 
rooms would be larger and 
closer to the new waiting 
areas and a renovated 
reception area would be 
more accessible for the 
disabled. The reception, 
offices and two ultrasound 
rooms would be relocated 
within the department 
while the works took 
place. 

The linking corridor, 


between the emergency 
and X-ray department, 
would be closed. 

Paul Brennan, director 
of clinical services at 
Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which runs the hospital, 
said: "This refurbishment 
will result in greatly 
improved facilities for 
everyone using the 
department - both patients 
and staff. 

"It will create a better 
environment, catering for 
patient privacy and dignity, 
and is designed to 
promote improved patient 
access and flow through 
the department, and will 
allow staff to monitor 
patients from a central 
reception area." 


A CLINIC for children is 
being launched in a bid to 
bring down waiting times. 

The rapid access clinic is 
opening todayat the Horton 
General Hospital in 
Banbury. 

It will allow GPs to refer 
urgent cases, which they 
do not think can wait for a 
normal appointment, to the 
Thursday afternoon clinic. 

It will initially run 
fortnightly, but will change 
to a weekly event from next 
month. 

The clinic will be run by 
an experienced 
paediatrician and will also 
provide follow-up 
appointments. 

Dr Ranjini Mohan, 
Children's Consultant at 


Oxford University 
Hospitals, said: "We hope 
that the new clinic will 
reduce patient waiting 
times to see a 
paediatrician, in cases 
where it is deemed to be 
urgent (within one to two 
weeks) but not urgent 
enough to require a visit to 
the A&E department, and 
so also reducing emergency 
department and ward 
attendances. 

"It should also improve 
the patient experience as 
all ward attenders will now 
be seen in clinic, freeing 
up space as well as time for 
nursing and their medical 
colleagues to care for 
children admitted to the 
Horton."

P ecs flex, torsos ripple and 
bearded men growl, but it's a 
woman scorned who spills the 
most blood in Noam Munro's turgid 
sequel (of sorts) to the 2007 swords 
and sandals epic. 

Based on Frank Miller's graphic 
novel Xerxes, 300: Rise Of An 
Empire unfolds before, during and 
after the fierce Battle of 
Thermopylae chronicled in the first 
film. 

Zack Snyder, who helmed the 
original and has since made 
Watchmen and Man Of Steel, defers 
the director's throne to Noam 
Munro. He continues the heavily 
stylised, slow-motion slaughter and 
eye-popping production design. 

Once again, colours are saturated 
and the contrast between light and 
dark intensified, although jettisons 
of blood have lost their rich scarlet 
hue in the sequel, presumably to 
guarantee a 15 certificate given the 
profusion of decapitations and 
dismemberments. 

Carnage is unrelenting, as are the 
legions of swaggering beefcakes 
with impressive sweat-glistened six- 
packs, who allow their perfect gym- 
toned bodies to be impaled and 
maimed as they fight for the honour 
of Persia and Greece. 

Spartan Queen Gorgo (Lena 
Headey) is both protagonist and 


narrator, succinctly summing up 
events at Marathon where 
courageous Greek general 
Themistokles (Sullivan Stapleton) 
fires the arrow that slays Persian 
King Darius (Igal Naor) in front of 
his son, Prince Xerxes (Rodrigo 
Santoro). 

"It was Darius's son Xerxes's eyes 
that had the stink of destiny about 
them," remarks Gorgo, exemplifying 
the overblown floweriness of the 
script. 

Darius's adopted daughter 
Artemesia (Eva Green), who was 
raped and discarded by Greek 
soldiers, pledges to avenge the king. 

She masterfully manipulates 
Xerxes in his hour of grief, 
transforming the weak-willed mortal 
into a strutting God-King, then leads 
the Persians into battle on the high 
seas while Xerxes overcomes King 
Leonidas (Gerard Butler) at 
Thermopylae. 

All that stands between 
Artemesia's vast armada is a few 
hundred boats under the command 
of Themistokles, flanked by close 
friend Aeskylos (Hans Matheson), 
brave warrior Scyllias (CalIan 
Murphy) and his son Calisto (Jack 
O'Connell). 

300: Rise Of An Empire intercuts 
footage from the first film with the 
breathtaking action at sea. Clashes 
between the Greek and Persian 
ships are choreographed with 
aplomb and the 3D format comes 
into its own as hulls smash through 
the bellies of enemy ships. 

But Stapleton fails to fill Butler's 
huge sandals. 

He has neither the imposing
